Tho postoffice is usually a fair 
index to the growth of population 
and the volume of business and in 
this regard the Ada office is no 
exception lo tho rub1. 
When the w riter arrived in Ada 
seventeen years ago. six years after 
the railroad canto the office was 
on East Main street and did not 
occupy more than two-thirds of the 
floor apace of the building. Later 
it was removet} to the ground floor 
Of the Odd 
Fellows 
building 
on 
West Twelfth 
whore 
it 
remained 
five years, lly that time the volume 
of business had increased to an ex­ 
tent 
that 
made 
larger 
quarters 
necessary and it was moved to its 
present location in the middle of 
IOO block on West Twelfth. 
Seventeen 
years 
ago the 
force 
in the postoffice consisted of the 
postm aster and two assistants. Now 
it consists of six regular and one 
substitute clerk, 
five 
regular and 
two substitute carriers, five regu­ 
lar and two substitute rural car­ 
riers, the postmaster and assistant 
postmaster. The annual payroll IT 
years ago was probably not more 
than $4,000. Now it is $37,195.54, 
a very nice item turned into the 
channel* of local trade. 
Seventeen years ago the receipts 
of the office were around $8,000 
or $9,000 per year. For the last 
fiscal year ending .Tune 30, they 
were $31,062.94. P e r

First 
County Fair Held 
On 
Campus of East Central 
State Normal 


The Pontotoc county fair had its 
origin some eight or ten years ago- 
The first two were held at th** East 
Central college, th* 
exhibits being 
placed in the gymnasium anti th** 
adm inistration building and the a t­ 
tractions on th*' campus. W here a 
num ber of residences now’ stand on 
the south side of Main street a race 
track was laid o ut and some good 
races pulled off. On one of the occa­ 
sions J. E. Henry, a showman who 
made headquarters at Stonewall, do­ 
nated the use of a large am ount of 
canvas and also brought a lion and 
other anim als to the fair to enter­ 
tain the crowds. 
Demonstration work had been ta ­ 
ken up in the county the year th * 
first fair was held under the direc­ 
tion of Mrs, L. IL Hutchinson who 
was the irst agent, the girls of the 
county made their first canning ex­ 
hibits. The boys also made a begin­ 
ning and th** grown ups brought 
in enough to make an interesting 
display, although o course it was 
not as large as they have been in 
recent years. 
The next move was th** organiza­ 
tion of a stock company which pur­ 
chased th** present site north of th 
city and erected exhibit buildings, 
barns, grandstand and laid out a 
race 
track. 
Later 
th* 
legislature 
made it possible for a county to boid 
a free fair and this (Oilowed th** 
cooperative plan which imposed a 
heavy financial burden on the pro­ 
moters, for the gate receipts never 
paid out. 
The fair was had an Im portant 
place in development of the coun­ 
ty. The competition has usually been 
keep. especially in live stock, and ex 
hibitors have taken a pride in their 
work. The boys and girls have al­ 
ways played an im portant part in 
the fair and have displayed great 
interest.

ILLITERACY IN OKLAHOMA 


M. A. Nash, superintendent of public instruction in Okla­ 
homa, says there are 50,000 persons in this state, more than 
IO year of age, who can neither read nor write. W ith a view 
of handling this distressing condition, a state illiteracy con­ 
ference was called to meet in Durant, June 18-19. 
The 
American Legion has promised its co-operation. 
All other 
public-spirited organizations should also do what they can to 
help. 
According to the Oklahoman, the survey of educational 
conditions in Oklahoma, made by the commission appointed by 
the national bureau of education, showed that the state is very 
backward in regard to educational opportunities offered hei 
children. Recommendations were made for the abolition o£ 
the antiquated county-unit system, still in force in Oklahoma, 
and for the equalizing of the financial burden ot maintaining 
the public schools so that educational opportunities in the pub­ 
lic schools might be provided all the children of the state. I bis 
was one of the most important problems which the legislature 
was asked to handle but the legislature failed to carry info ef­ 
fect the recommendation of the survey commission. 
Those who are leading the movement to eliminate illiter­ 
acy in Oklahoma will have three phases of the problem to 
handle: First, the equalization of educational opportunities 
for the children of the state; second, the more rigid enforce­ 
ment of the compulsory school law; and third, the education 
of the adult illiterates. 
Under present statutes, the stricter enforcement of the 
compulsory attendance law can be brought about only by an 
aroused public sentiment in regard to the m atter a n d by a n 
appeal to the public sense of duty of educational a u th o ritie s . 
However, more children would attend school and go reg­ 
ularly, if the legislature would change the laws so that bet­ 
ter schools could be provided. 
Attendance would also be 
promoted if the distribution of state school funds were based 
on the number of children actually in school and not on the 
number enumerated in each county.
